Eight months later, there was a little 
more love for a proposed truck stop com¬ 
ing to Barnes Road in Williamstown. 

Mayor Rick Skinner broke a 3-3 tie 
on Oct 16 by voting in favor of present¬ 
ing a text amendment to the Grant 
County Planning Commission to allow a 
truck stop in a highway commercial 
zone. 

The vote was the first step in a lengthy 
process to making the proposed project a 
reality. 

Council members Eddie Gabbert, 
Charles Ed Wilson and Bob Perry voted 
against moving forward with the text 
amendment while Kim Cmpper, Stanley 
Woodyard, Glenn Caldwell and Skinner 
voted in favor.

Voters 
to decide 
hunting, 
fishing 
rights 

Presidential, congressional 
and city council races aren’t the 
only outcomes Kentucky voters 
will be able to decide this 
November. Statewide ballots 
also include an amendment to 
the Kentucky Constitution that 
would preserve Kentuckians’ 
right to hunt and fish. 

The proposed amendment 
reads, “The citizens of Kentucky 
have the personal right to hunt, 
fish and harvest wildlife, using 
traditonal methods, subject only 
to statues enacted by the legisla¬ 
ture and to administrative regu¬ 
lations adopted by the desig¬ 
nated state agency to promote 
wildlife conservation and man¬ 
agement and to preserve the 
future hunting and fishing. 
Public hunting and fishing shall 
be a preferred means of manag¬ 
ing and controlling wildlife.” 

The amendment seeks to 
simply establish a right. It 
would not affect or modify any 
trespassing laws, property rights 
or regulations of commercial 
activities. 

It is the only amendment on 
the statewide ballot.

With her arms tightly around her family, Kim 
Nagle witnessed the first step in her long journey 
back home. 

Nagle’s Dry Ridge mobile home was destroyed 
March 2 when a tornado ripped through Kentucky, 
leaving several dead and many residences dam¬ 
aged in Crittenden. 

TriState Habitat for Humanity held a construc¬ 
tion kick-off ceremony Oct. 20 where the family’s 
home once stood on Adams Road. 

Concrete poured into Nagle’s future four-bed¬ 
room, one-bath single story house that will include 
a basement, providing a safe haven for the family 
should storms pass through the area again. 

“While it would have been easy for Kim to 
give up, God never gave up on this family,” said 
Kevin Buckley, family services coordinator for 
TriState Habitat for Humanity.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Indian summer 
unfolding this autumn 


I heard the weather man mention Indian sum¬ 
mer last night and it got me thinking about 
this old print my father had hanging in his 
office. The two images were of a young man and 
his grandfather around a small bonfire; as the scene 
turns to night the smoke that arose from the fire 
reveals an image of dancing American Indians, the 
hay stacks in the distance become teepees and the 
verse that accompanies the print reads like a tale 
from a not so enlightened time: Yep, sonny, this is 
sure enough Injun summer. Don’t know what that 
is, I reckon, do you? It goes on for several para¬ 
graphs explaining, “That’s when all the homesick 
Injuns come back to play.” And more on spirits and 
bad grammar, you get the idea. 

It turns out that the image and verse by John T. 
McCutcheon was reprinted in the Chicago Tribune 
every fall which explains why my father would 
have it because he was from the Chicago area. He 
was also a sentimental person who loved this time 
of the year so the nostalgia of the print out weighed 
the off color depiction and language of lore. 
(Remember that I have a Masters in American 
Indian Studies so the stereotypical imagery is far 
from the truth!) 

Fall Transition 


Alas, the image is nostalgic for me now even if 
the verse proves a bit offensive and a real Indian 
summer is upon us even if my version is a bit dif¬ 
ferent than Mr. McCutcheon’s. Fall is a transition 
season that proves warm one day and cold the next. 
We know that the eventual outcome is winter but 
we hold on to the idea of just one more warm 
sunny day and this year it keeps coming. 

Some areas have had a hard frost which sets the 
scene for a real Indian summer. Frost occurs when 
the surface temperature, at ground level, drops to 
32 degrees or lower and 
dew is present. The crazy 
thing is that this can hap¬ 
pen even if the ambient air 
temperature is as high as 
40 degrees. 

On still, cool, clear, 
nights frost is more likely 
because the accumulated 
heat in the soil radiates 
back into the atmosphere 
at a faster rate leaving 
more time in the morning 
hours, just before dawn, 
when the surface tempera¬ 
ture is at or below freez-

ing. And, we all have 
been taught that cool air settles and warm air rises 
so on still nights there are no breezes to mix the air 
temperatures together. 

The difference between a light, hard or killing 
frost is really the amount of time that the surface 
temperatures stay at or below freezing. A short 
period of time just before dawn usually only allows 
single ice crystals to form; longer periods of time 
allow the crystal to connect like filigree, this is a 
hard or hoar frost. A killing frost is called black 
frost because it usually turns plant tissue black. 

Summer-like weather 

When the weather people say we are in for a 
light freeze they mean temperatures will fall 
between 29 and 32 degrees, cold enough to kill 
plant tissue of tender plants, one reason is because 
of more moisture in the foliage; a moderate freeze 
is 28 to 25 degrees, enough to blacken foliage of 
most plants (of course, not evergreens!); and a hard 
freeze is 24 degrees or colder. By the time a hard 
freeze hits most hardy and deciduous plants have 
dropped foliage and gone dormant for the winter. 

Indian summer is a weather event that brings 
back summer-like weather after a hard or killing 
frost. The American Meteorological Society 
defines it as “A time interval, in mid or late 
autumn, of unseasonably warm weather, generally 
with clear skies, sunny but hazy days, and cool 
nights...at least one killing frost and preferably a 
substantial period of normally cool weather must 
precede this warm spell in order for it to be consid¬ 
ered a true Indian summer.” Sorry Mr. 
McCutcheon.

“Church folks and com¬ 
munity folks reached out to 
this family. Neighbors 
helped provide temporary 
housing. I don’t think it was 
a coincidence that Kim 
reached out to Habitat for 
Humanity to help build a 
new home,” Buckley said. 

Nagle, a 52-year-old res¬ 
taurant general manager at 
the Pilot/Flying J in Walton, 
lived in the home with her 
three grandchildren, 15-year- 
old Genevieve Swope and 
14-year-old Christopher 
Swope, who both attend 
Grant County High School, 
and 11-year-old Sierrah 
Swope, who attends Mason- 
Corinth Elementary. 

Nagle’s parents were at 
the house waiting for the 
children to get home from 
the bus as the clouds dark¬ 
ened and the storm 
approached. 

“The kids got here, came 
in and went back out into the 
van and went to my daugh¬ 
ter’s in town,” Nagle said. 
“Seven or eight minutes 
later it came through and hit 
the house.” 

Nagle, who picked up her 
son from his damaged home 
in the Harvesters subdivi¬ 
sion in Crittenden, went 
back to check on her home 
about two hours after the 
tornado hit. 

“Nothing around here 
was touched, so I figured we 
were OK,” she said. “Then I 
pulled up into the driveway 
and told my son something 
was wrong. The house was 
like 10 feet further than what 
it was and you could see 
through the house. The walls 
and floors had all separated. 
It was dangerous to even 
trying to get anything out of 
it. Truthfully, I just started 
praying. And then, hysterics 
set in. We had just lost 


everything. You just lose it 
and then bring yourself back 
together.” 

Fortunately, the family 
was able to retrieve a lot of 
items from their decimated 
home, including furniture, 
clothing and household 
items, and store them in their 
stand-alone garage. 

“Through this, we’ve met 
some awesome people,” 
Nagle said. “We also found 
out how low-life people can 


be because the stuff we had 
in the garage people came 
and stole.” 

The days and weeks after 
the tornado were the hardest 
for the family as the future 
remained uncertain. 

“March and April was 
like a daze,” Nagle said. 
“We just tried to get by each 
day.” 

After hearing about 
Habitat for Humanity, Nagle 
decided to apply for assis¬ 


tance in building a new 
home. 

The Nagles, who have 
been living in a nearby 
mobile home owned by a 
neighbor, has been working 
with the organization since 
May. 

The wait for construction 
to begin has finally ended. 

Lee Riddell, volunteer 
site leader, came all the way 
from Phoenix, Ariz., to head 
up the construction. 


“We’re kicking off yet 
another development of a 
successful concept,” he said. 
“And, by golly, we’re going 
to deliver the goods.” 

A group of AmeriCorps 
National Civilian 

Community Corps members 
led by Max Nager will be 
assisting in the project until 
Nov. 14. 

The Mississippi group is 
being housed by First Love 
Community Fellowship and 
Bodyworks Gym is provid¬ 
ing their facility for shower 
use. 

The City of Williamstown 
also has provided Internet 
service for the AmeriCorps 
members. 

“We are 10 people from 
all over the country who 
have been together for eight 
months now,” Nager said. 
“We’ve gotten to know each 
other through service. One 
of our favorite things is get¬ 
ting to me wonderful fami¬ 
lies and to be part of this 
project.” 

The hope is to have the 
community donate meals to 
serve while the AmeriCorps 
group is in Grant County. 

Anyone who would like 
to donate meals for about a 
dozen workers can call 
Vanessa Rose, Grant County 
community service coordi¬ 
nator, at 393-7099. 

The Habitat build became 
a reality thanks also in part 
to a financial contribution 
by Federal Home Loan Bank 
of Cincinnati. 

“Our board, when these 
tornadoes came through in 
March, authorized $5 mil¬ 
lion to help families,” said 
Jim O’Toole, vice president 
of member services for 
Federal Home Loan Bank. 
“Today, our role is a $20,000 
grant to the Nagle family. I 
can tell you from the bottom 
of my heart, we are thrilled 


to help such an awesome 
family and give you a new 
start. It’s very fitting there’s 
a new foundation. Sometimes 
the Lord says we need a new 
foundation. This is hopefully 
better than it was before.” 

Kenneth Webb, CRA 
manager at Fifth Third Bank, 
a Federal Home Loan Bank 
partner, and a TriState 
Habitat for Humanity board 
member, also spoke at the 
kick-off ceremony. 

“Sometimes triumph 
comes out of tragedy,” he 
said. “This is triumph right 
here.” 

Nagle said she was 
speechless when thinking 
about the amount of help her 
family has received, mainly 
from strangers. 

“I did not expect all these 
people to be here,” she said. 
“A couple of them know me. 
I just met the AmeriCorps 
yesterday. This is awesome. 
I can’t thank them enough.” 

To complete the con¬ 
struction of the house, com¬ 
munity volunteers are need¬ 
ed. 

Volunteers must be at 
least 16 years old and can 
contact Tara Price, TriState 
Habitat volunteer coordina¬ 
tor, at 513-942-9211 or 
www. habitat-tris tate. org. 

Despite having offers to 
purchase her land, Nagle 
said the family always want¬ 
ed to return home to Adams 
Road in Dry Ridge. 

Their long, but patient 
wait to walk inside a brand 
new, safe home is expected 
to come to an end in six to 
eight weeks. 

“We’re wanting to be 
home by Christmas,” Nagle 
said. “We’d like to be home 
by Christmas. That would 
be the best Christmas gift 
for all of us, just to be home 
and to say we’re home 
again.”

POTENTIAL TRUCK STOP TIMELINE 

• Feb. 21: In a 3-2 vote with Councilman Glenn Caldwell absent, the city 
council rejected amending the city’s zoning ordinance to allow the truck stop 
in a highway commercial zone. 

After an hour and a half of discussion, the council voted with Kim Crupper 
and Stanley Woodyard voting against rejecting the text amendment and Eddie 
Gabbert, Charles Ed Wilson and Bob Perry voting in favor of rejecting it. 

• Oct. 16: Williamstown City Council approved the proposed text 
amendment with a 4-3 vote with the tie broken by Mayor Rick Skinner. 

• Nov. 26: Laura McClanahan, Williamstown city zoning administrator, 
will present the text amendment proposal to the Grant County Planning 
Commission. The commission will ask questions, hold a public hearing and 
vote on the text amendment. 

• January 28, 2013: Minutes of the planning commission’s Nov. 26 
meeting will be approved. The city of Williamstown’s policy does not allow the 
council to address a vote made by the commission until the minutes have been 
approved. Due to the holidays, the commission does not meet in December. 

• Feb. 4, 2075; The first possible meeting that the Williamstown City 
Council could have a first reading on the text amendment, depending on the 
recommendation sent by the planning commission. A second reading is 
required for the text amendment to be approved by council by a majority vote. 
The mayor would not be able to vote on the second reading. 

• March 25: If the text amendment is approved by the council, Dr. Floyd 
Poore potentially could submit to the planning commission a change in the 
development concept plan based on changes from his original plan. 

• April 22: Planning commission would approve the minutes of their 
March 25 meeting, in which the commission voted on the concept plan 
changes submitted by Poore. The recommendation would then be sent back 
again to the city council, which would need to approve the changes after two 
readings. 

“It’s a very lengthy process,” said Laura McClanahan, Williamstown city 
zoning administrator. “By that time, it’s the last of May. If everything is approved 
with all of that, Dr. Poore could submit an application to the board of adjust¬ 
ments sometime preliminarily in June. That’s your time frame.”

The Williamstown City 
Council previously rejected 
amending the city’s zoning 
ordinance during its Feb. 21 
meeting. 

While once again the 
council chambers and an 
adjoining room was filled to 
capacity, the reception for 
Love’s Travel Center, which 
hopes to open on the west 
side of Interstate 75 off the 
Barnes Road exit, was not as 
chilly the second time 
around. 

The initial vote in 
February ended 3-2 with 
Caldwell being absent. 

No one spoke in favor of 
the truck stop earlier this 
year with members of the 
Williamstown Downtown 
Merchants Association pre¬ 
senting the council with a 
petition against the develop¬ 
ment. 

However, there were 
about 15 proponents of the 
travel center who spoke for 
the development at the latest 
meeting, nearly double of 
those who spoke in opposi¬ 
tion. 

Concerns raised by some 
city council members and 
residents included traffic, 
noise, property values, 
increases in crime and the 
impact of a travel center on 
other developments being 
discussed for Barnes Road. 

Those in favor cited the 
dire need for an economic 
boost within the city to help 
increase revenue and bring 
down utility costs. 

One person who changed 
his mind about the project in 
the past eight months was 
Mayor Skinner. 

Skinner cited the reality 
that a potential St. Elizabeth 
Healthcare development 
project on Barnes Road was 
likely three or four years 
down the road and the Ark 
Encounter was moving 
slower than anticipated. 

“I see here that we have 


something in hand that is a 
shovel-ready project and I 
have changed my feeling,” 
he said. 

Crupper said he voted 
again in favor of the amend¬ 
ment because Williamstown 
needs to see serious growth. 

“I said then that it’s not 
my first choice for our city, 
but where it’s located on the 
west side of 75, the impact 
would be extremely small to 
the city,” he said. “If it was 
on the east side of 75 toward 
the Williamstown side, I 
wouldn’t be for this. We 
don’t need it on that side of 
the Interstate.” 

In his 20 years on city 
council, Crupper said the 
city’s budget is the tightest 
he has ever seen. 


With a struggling down¬ 
town and Piles Chevrolet 
moving to Dry Ridge and 
the city facing the replace¬ 
ment of its water plant, new 
revenue has to be generated, 
said Crupper. 

“No other businesses are 
coming down and knocking 
on our doors wanting to 
locate in Williamstown,” he 
said. “I wish they were. I 
wish we had enough people 
making applications here 
that every building in this 
town was filled.” 

Woodyard described the 
city as “financially strapped” 
as he voiced his support for 
the truck stop. 

“If somebody breaks 
ground, there’s somebody 
else who is going to start

behind them,” he said. “If 
you look at Walton, there is 
a new building going up 
there because they finally 
went in and started build¬ 
ing. And, that’s by a truck 
stop.” 

Caldwell cited the diffi¬ 
culty Skinner and the city 
would have trying to get 
awarded grant funding from 
the state to assist with the 
upcoming water plant with¬ 
out first exhausting all rev¬ 
enue-generating ideas. 

“It’s going to be a hard 
sell to convince the gover¬ 
nor and the economic devel¬ 
opment cabinet that we 
need a grant when we’re 
turning down a business 
that is ready to turn the 
shovels over and is not ask¬ 
ing for any incentives from 
anyone,” he said. “I don’t 
know that we would be able 
to sell an $8 million grant 
request by turning down 
businesses. The bottom line 
is I’m going to support the 
truck stop.” 

Gabbert and Perry, both 
against the truck stop, cau¬ 
tioned residents that the city 
was not in a financial disas¬ 
ter. 

“I want to assure you 
citizens here that we’re not 
about to file bankruptcy 
tomorrow,” Gabbert said. “I 
realize times are tough, but 
we’re going to have to do a 
lot more with little. So, 
don’t leave here thinking 
the doors to this place are 
going to be locked tomor¬ 
row, police officers are 
going to be laid off and fire¬ 
men are going to be sent 
home because we are not in 
that bad of shape. We need 
to tighten up our belt, but 
we can all do that in our 
own homes.” 

Perry echoed the same 
sentiments. 

“I’ve been on council 15 
years, I didn’t realize we were 
getting to the point where we 
were going to start laying 
people off,” he said. “I’ve 
never heard that. I would have 
thought we would have had a 
forewarning. I know when we 
lose an employee, we hire 
somebody back.” 

Wilson said he is a sup¬ 
porter of businesses and eco¬ 
nomic development, but he 
cannot support the tmek stop. 

“Crime comes with truck 
stops,” he said. “Prostitution is 
a part of it.” 

“The noise and the air pol¬ 
lution when you have these 
trucks sitting there letting their 
diesel engines mn will perme¬ 
ate so many square miles,” 
Wilson said. “I don’t have an 
EPA study. I don’t have to.” 

The Love’s Travel Center 
project would include a 
Subway and Hardee’s restau¬ 
rants, a convenience store, gas/ 
diesel pumps and parking for 
115 tmeks overnight. 

In addition to the 30 acres 
for the tmek stop, three addi¬ 
tional outlying lots would have 
been sold for businesses such 
as motels or sit-down restau¬ 
rants. 

Adam Chaney, project man¬ 
ager for the developers, said 
there have been preliminary 
discussions with Frisch’s and 
Bob Evans. 

“They’ve got to see some¬ 
thing real before they can make 
commitment,” he said. “To 
promise that they’re coming, I 
can’t do that tonight. But, the 
first step to bringing them here 
is what we’re talking about 
tonight.”

During its more than an 
hour presentation, the develop¬ 
ers said the project’s economic 
impact would include $15 mil¬ 
lion annually into the local 
economy, as well as a $10 mil¬ 
lion one-time construction ben¬ 
efit. 

The travel center and other 
anticipated businesses would 
also create 157 one-time con¬ 
struction jobs and a total of 347 
jobs created annually from fur¬ 
ther business expansion, accord¬ 
ing to the presentation. 

It is estimated that the proj¬ 
ect also would bring $185,000 
in increase tax revenues each 
year. 

Dr. Floyd Poore, who owns 
the land where the tmek stop 
would be located, approached 
the city council at the end of 
2011 about whether such a ven¬ 
ture would be welcome. 

“The main thing we’ve dis¬ 
cussed tonight can be distilled 
down to three facts,” he said at 
the Oct. 16 meeting. “One: jobs, 
jobs, jobs. The second is 
increased income for our city, 
our schools and for our tour¬ 
ism, for our police and fire 
department, for our water 
and sewer departments. 
Everything with city and 
county government is going 
to benefit. Third, a regenera¬ 
tion of Williamstown, a 
rebirth, if you will, a renais¬ 
sance. This is our chance.”

(OM&R) AND DEBT SERVICE EXPENSES ASSOCIATED WITH THE CITY OF 
WILLIAMSTOWN’S WASTEWATER TREATMENT WORKS. 

NARRATIVE 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF WILLIAMSTOWN, KENTUCKY, AMENDING 
ORDINANCE NO. 2011-26 AS PREVIOUSLY AMENDED AND ESTABLISHING 
USER CHARGES BY THE CITY OF WILLIAMSTOWN TO PROVIDE FUNDS 
NEEDED TO PAY FOR OPERATION, MAINTENANCE AND REPLACEMENT 
(OM&R) AND DEBT SERVICE EXPENSES ASSOCIATED WITH THE CITY OF 
WILLIAMSTOWN’S WASTEWATER TREATMENT WORKS. 

PENALTIES 

The full text of each section of the Williamstown Ordinance No. 2012-16 that imposes fine, 
penalty, forfeiture, tax or fee is as follows: 

ARTICLE V 

CHARGES AND FEES. 

(A) The city hereby adopts charges and fees which shall include: 

(1) Fees for reimbursement of costs of setting up and operating the city’s Pretreatment 
Program; 

(2) Fees for monitoring, inspections and surveillance procedures; 

(3) Fees for reviewing accidental discharge procedures and construction; 

(4) Fees for permit applications; 

(5) Fees for filing appeals, 

(6) Fees for consistent removal by the POTW of pollutants otherwise subject to federal 
pretreatment standards including any and all administrative, labor and laboratory fees for 
carrying out such pretreatment monitoring. 

(7) Other fees as the city may deem necessary to carry out the requirements contained 
herein. 

(8) The City is not responsible for any pump equipment from the house/dwelling to the 
City’s Manhole. The City’s responsibility starts at the manhole. 

(9) New and/or remodeled restaurants shall provide plans, intent and steps to install 
grease traps. Said plans and installation shall provide how it intends to install, type of grease 
trap equipment required to have in place prior to approval and opening. The owner and/or 
operator shall have to have approval by the City of Williamstown prior to presenting said 
plans to the applicable health department. 

(B) These fees related solely to the matters covered by this chapter and are separate from all 
other fees chargeable by the city and shall be distributed between those participating users in 
the City of Williamstown Pre-Treatment Program on A pro rata basis. 

CONDITIONS FOR CHARGES. 

The following shall be general conditions for charges: 

(A) The user charge shall reflect the costs of operation and maintenance, including 
replacement of the POTW. 

(B) Each user shall pay its proportionate share of operation and maintenance (including 
replacement cost based on volume of flow). 

(C) The city shall review, not less often than annually, the user charge system. The user 
charge shall be revised as necessary to accomplish the following: 

(1) Maintain the proportionate distribution of operation and maintenance costs among 
users as provided herein; and 

(2) Generate at least sufficient revenue to pay the total operation and maintenance costs 
necessary for the proper operation and maintenance, including replacement, of the sewage 
works. 

(3) Excessive strength and toxicity surcharges shall be reviewed at the time of and in 
conjunction with the review of user charges. Surcharge rates shall be revised where necessary 
to reflect current treatment and monitoring cots. 

(D) All flow to the sewage works not directly attributable to user (i.e. infiltration/inflow) 
shall be distributed among all users of the sewage works based upon the volume of flow of the 
users. 

(E) Each user shall be notified, at least annually, in conjunction with the regular bill, of the 
rate and that portion of the user charge which is attributable to operation and maintenance of 
the POTW. 

ARTICLE VI 

SEWER RATE SCHEDULE. 

(A) Each user shall pay a monthly billing charge of $3.85 in addition to usage charges 
hereinafter provided. 

(B) Each user shall pay to the city a monthly sewer use charge of $4.67 for each 1,000 
gallons of sewage, based upon the user’s water consumption as shown by the user’s water 
meter for the monthly billing period. 

The City hereby establishes the following monthly sewer use charge and its effective 
date(s) for the years as follows: 

Effective Date 6-1-09 6-1-10 6-1-11 

All over 1,000 gallons (per 1,000 gallons) $6.30 $8.20 $11.06 

(C) Each user whose water consumption during the monthly billing period is less than 
1,000 gallons shall pay, in lieu of the charges set out in (A) and (B) above, a minimum 
monthly charge of $8.52. 

The City hereby establishes the following monthly sewer use charge for the first 1,000 
Gallons and its effective date(s) for the years as follows: 

Effective Date 6-1-09 6-1-10 6-1-11 

First 1,000 gallons $11.50 $14.95 $20.19 

For the Sewer Rate Schedule every two (2) years, the City shall add a Cost of Living 
Adjustment based upon the Consumer Price Index in January of that year as provided by the 
Secretary of Economic Development. 

(D) Septic vault cleaners shall pay a fee of $80.00 for each load (maximum load, 1,000 
gallons) discharged into the wastewater collection and treatment system, and only waste from 
inside Grant County will be accepted. These charges shall be paid prior to the dumping of 
wastes. 

(E) All sewage treatment fees except those fees provided in (D) above are based upon a 
calendar monthly billing and shall be paid on or before the fifteenth day of the month in which 
the billing is rendered. 

(F) A late payment fee equal to ten percent (10%) of the bill shall be added to and collected 
for each billing paid after the fifteenth day of the same month. 

(G) A late payment fee, which shall be equal to five Percent (10%) of the delinquent utility 
bill for each month or part of a month any billing provided for herein remains unpaid after the 
fifteenth day of the month in which the bill was rendered, shall be added to such billing and 
paid. Returned check fee shall be $25.00 per check. 

(H) All billing for water service may be paid at: The City Clerk’s Office, 400 North Main 
Street, Williamstown, Kentucky 41097 or any of its branch offices within the city limits of 
Williamstown, Kentucky; or Grant County Deposit Bank, 106 North Main Street, 
Williamstown, Kentucky 41097 or any of its branch offices within the city limits of 
Williamstown, Kentucky; or Forcht Bank, 203 South Main Street, Williamstown, Kentucky 
41097 or any of its branch offices within the city limits of Williamstown, Kentucky; on or 
before the fifteenth day of the same month in which rendered and thereafter at the City 
Clerk’s office. 

(I) Each user shall have the option to pay fees and/or charges by credit card or any 
electronic means once established by the Mayor and City Clerk/Treasurer or their designee. 

ARTICLE VII 

(A) The following schedule of user charge rates shall apply to each user of the wastewater 
treatment works. This schedule includes rates for OM&R and rates for debt service charges, 
each based on the volume of metered or estimated water consumption.

(B) For residential, industrial, institutional and co mm ercial users, monthly user charges will 
be based on actual water usage. If a residential, commercial, institutional, or industrial user 
has a consumptive use of water, or, in some other manner, uses water which is not discharged 
into the wastewater collection system, the user charge for that contributor may be based on 
readings of a wastewater meter(s) or separate water meter(s) installed and maintained at the 
user’s expense. 

(C) Excessive Strength Surcharges. 

(1) In the event a user discharges wastes to the sewage works having an average BOD 
content in excess of 200 mg/1, or an average nitrogen content in excess of 30 mg/1, the user 
shall pay a surcharge based upon the excess strength of its wastes. 

(2) The following surcharge rates shall apply to each user of the sewage works that 
contributes excessive strength sewage: 

BOD - $0,075 per pound 
Suspended Solids - $0,113 per pound 
Ammonia-nitrogen - $0,339 per pound 

(3) The costs of treatment for each pound of BOD, Suspended Solids and Ammonia- 
nitrogen removed by the POTW shall be reviewed at the time of and in conjunction with the 
review of the user charge. Surcharge rates shall be revised where necessary to approximate 
current treatment costs. These rates shall be in effect until the next rate review. 

(D) Method of Billing Surcharge. 

(1) The excessive strength surcharge shall be based on the following formula, with the 
total applied to the monthly bill of affected users: 

A(D-200) + B(E-200) + C(F-30) X 0.00834 X G = Surcharge Payment ($/mo.) 
Where formula components are as follows: 

A - surcharge rate for BOD, in dollars per pound 
B - surcharge rate for SS, in dollars per pound 
C - surcharge rate for NH3-N concentration, mg/1 
D - user’s average BOD concentration, mg/1 
E - user’s average SS concentration, mg/1 
F -user’s average NH3-N concentration, mg/1 
G - user’s monthly flow to sewage works, in 1,000 gal. 

(2) No reduction in sewage service charges, fees or taxes shall be permitted because of 
the fact that certain wastes discharged to the sewage works contain less than 200 mg/1 of 
BOD, 200 mg/1 of Suspended Solids or 30 mg/1 of Ammonia-nitrogen. 

ARTICLE VIII 

CONNECTION FEES OR CHARGES. 

All costs or expenses incidental to the installation and connection of the building sewer to 
the POTW shall be borne by the owner. The owner shall indemnify the city for any loss or 
damage that may directly or indirectly be occasioned by the construction and installation of 
the building sewer. 

At the time of submitting an application for a building sewer connection permit, the owner 
shall pay to the city a permit and inspection fee as follows: 

1-2 Units 3-6 Units 7 or More 

Residential buildings $800.00 $1,200.00 $1,500.00 

Commercial Buildings $2,000.00 

Industrial establishments $3,000.00
